public library. 
Aid. Vigoliua referred to tho proceed- 
ings in regard to the library. He had no 
objection to the locality selected, but ho 
had seen a lease prepared for five years 
at §30 per month. Ho had a decided ob- 
jection to any such proceeding, and must 
strongly protest against the lease being 
signed. To continue it for live years in 
such an out of-the-way locality would be 
absurd. Ho hoped soon to see the library 
in a central position and in a moro suit- 
able locality. It would simply be throw- 
ing cold water on the library movement 
by retaining it in such a place for so long 
a period. There was another matter in 
connection with this library, and that 
was the appointing of a librarian. Ho 
understood that Dr. McGregor was to re- 
ceive the appointment. He must object 
to this, also, for he thought there were 
plenty Victorians well qualified to fulfil 
tho duties of librarian. There was no 
necessity to import one. He trusted that 
when the librarian was appointed it would 
be, as usual, at a general meeting of the 
board. 

Aid. Kelly coincided with the remarks 
of Aid. Vigolius. Thore wore many gen- 
tlemen in Victoria who could assume tho 
position with ability. 

Aid. Coughlan thought Aids. Vigelius 
und Kelly were laboring under a misap- 
prehension. No librarian hud been ap- 
pointed, and no applications asked for. 
He did not think that the committee had 
power to appoint him, it was the duty 
of the council. With regard to tho renting 
of a room, he also thought the committee 
had not been given instructions in the 
matter. 

Aid. Harris said that no librarian had 
been appointed. All that had been done 
was to request Dr. McGregor to aid 
them in the selection of tho books 
from the catalogue, which he had done 
without charge to the city. He thought 
tliut it was a poor way in which to troat 
tiio committee to throw out those insinu- 
ations, such as had been done by Aid.

The Parnell Cumuilislou. 

London. Nov. 28.— Before the Parnell 
commission to-day Farmer Kennedy, of 
Castle Island, deposed that he was a mem- 
ber of tho local branch of the national 
league. He hud heard the word "roaster'' 
at tho . meetings, but didn't know its 
nieuning. Mr, Shannon, n Dublin solici- 
tor, who is assisting the Times' counsel, 
deposed that Kennedy had told him that 
the local branch of the league hud a list of 
"roasters" hung up in its ottice. "Roas- 
ters," Kennedy hud explained, meant 
turnspits for roasting or boycotting land- 
lords. People were forbidden to work 
for men whose names were on the list of 
"roasters."

London, Nov. 28. — In the commons 
this afternoon Mr. Balfour said that Ed- 
ward Harrington would not be arrested 
under the pending warrant against him 
during tho debates on tho Irish estimates. 
W. H. Smith announced that tho govern- 
ment had withdrawn the wheel tax bill. 
Continuing, he appealed to the house to 
assist in terminating the discussion on the 
land purchase bill. The government, he 
said, was desirous to mee"t the views of the 
opposition ub far as possible, and would 
accept the amendments offered by Mr. 
Healy relating to submitting holdings to 
laborers, and also tho provision that tho 
commission shall not advanco rent unless 
it appears that the application of the ton- 
ant was not mado undor dureas. Morley 
and Shaw Lafevre expressed themselves 
as satisfied with these concessions. Smith 
then moved the third reading of the bill, 
but Healy objecting to tho haste of the 
government in finally passing the bill, 
moved to adjourn the discussion, which 
was carried. 

The Sheeby Incident. 

London, Nov. 28.— Tho Telegraph has 
taken up the cudgel in favor of fair deal- 
ing with members of parliament as such, 
and advises Balfour to amend tho treat- 
ment he has hitherto meted out to the 
Irish common era. .The Telegraph's stric- 
tures are undoubtedly the outcome of tho 
Sheehy incident, sinco tho paper expresses 
its belief that it would be eminently wise 
for the authorities to direct the police- 
uion and jailors to respect the precincts of 
parliament as well as the persons of mem- 
bers in pursuit of their delegated duties, 
but there is in its article an undercurrent 
of sentiment that tho general policy pur- 
sued by the government towards its poli- 
tic"! opponents has not redounded to its 
credit or advantage. 

A Juvenile Whtlecbnuel .Murderer. 

London, Nov. 28.— A boy named Aus- 
band, aged 11 years, who was the first to 
give notice of the discovery of the body 
of the boy Searl, who was found dying in 
tho streets yesterday morning, with his 
throat cut from par to ear, has been ar- 
rested for murder. The crime was un- 
doubtedly committed in imitation of 
"Jack the Ripper," chronicles of whose 
butcheries have incited depraved youth in 
many parte of the kingdom to tho emula- 
tion of his deeds, the police throughout 
the country aro thus confronted with a 
nowproblom. The Spitaltield's vigil ance 
committee, organized to aid the constab- 
ulary in detecting tho Whitechapel mur- 
derer, and preventing further Crimea, 
have secured the approval of the policy 
to their appointment of ten men each 
night to wutch tho courts and alleys 
the east-end, and otherwise act con 
jointly with tho metropolitan force.

An explanation will be 
asked concerning the charge that ho in- 
formed Senor Canovas of tho negotiations 
that had taken [.lace between Germany 
and Spain. 

Turkish Seamen Itevolt. 

Constantinople, Nov. 28.— a revolt 
on the part of two thousand mon em- 
ployed on the government transports, 
whoso time has expired, bus taken place. 
Tho mutineers raked tho tire from under 
the boilers of the transports in 
order to prevent them sailing un- 
til the arrears of their wages had boon 
paid. Tho minister of war with great 
difficulty raised the money with which to 
pay the men and the vessels have sailed. 
The Sultan has ordered an enquiry to be 
made into tho matter.

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IRISH LAND PURCHASE. 

The Laud Purchase Bill, which is now 
before tho [mperinl Parliament, is not by 
any means a conservative measure. Its 
tendency is in the other direction. It is 
in reality not a new measure at all, but a 
hill necessary to keep an old law in opera- 
tion. This law is what is known as the 
Ashbourne Act, which was enacted in 
order to enable Irish tenants to become 
freeholders. Under its provisions the 
Government is empowered to lend the 
tenant who is desirous of purchasing tho 
freehold of his farm tho money necessary 
to do so at a low rate of interest. Tho 
tenant has forty-nine years to pay tho 
money in, and the interest is four per 
cent. These are apparently easy tortus, 
but, easy as they are, there are compara- 
tively few Irish tenants in a position to 
avail themselves of them. In the first 
place, the Government requires as security 
a deposit of one-fifth of the money required 
before it, will advance the tenant a shil- 
ling. This of course makes the 
law inoperative as far as the poor- 
est class of tenants on whom 
the yoke of landlordism presses most sore- 
ly and who are most in need of relief, are 
concerned. The poor tenant, who is not 
only unable to pay his rent but who tinds 
it hardly possible to keep body and soul 
together, cannot raise the deposit money 
if his soul's salvation depended upon it. 
To him and to the class to which lie be- 
longs the Ashbourne Act is as if it did not 
exist. Then the law takes no account of 
arrears. The tenant who, it may be, has 
been paying or trying to pay an extortion- 
ate rent and has fallen into arrears will, 
while endeavoring to pay for the freehold 
of his farm, have these arrears hanging 
like a millstone round his neck. It may 
be said that he ought to pay tho rent 
specified in his lease or in his agreement 
with his landlord or give up his land. It 
is very well for us who are thousands of 
miles away front him to. say this, but when 
a man's little bit of land is all that is be- 
tween him and starvation it is not so easy 
for him to give it up when prices 
are low, when crops are short, 
and when times are hard. 
That the case of the Irish tenant is ex- 
ceptional may be inferred from the laws 
that have been made to regulate his rela- 
tions with his landlord. Government has 
undertaken to interfere in the bargains 
made bet ween Irish landlords and their 
tenants in various ways, and it has gone 
so far as to establish n court to determine 
what is and whal is not a fair rent. This 
very Ashbourne Act is exceptional legis- 
lation, and shows that the tenant in Ire- 
land does nol stand upon the same foot- 
ing as tenants in othor parts of the King- 
dom. What the Government wants now 
is another granl of Bve millions pounds to 
to lend to the Irish tenants to enable 
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Government's reply is that tho law 1ms 
done good and is doing good, and the 
matter of arrears will be dealt with by 
and by. The Government has advanced 
to tenants under the Ashbourne 
Act £4,732,754 to 11,456 tonants. 
The number of applications was 
14,067 but for want of suffioieut se- 
curity and other reasons 2, 612 of the ap- 
plications were rejected. There are 
also between :i,00() and 4,000 applications 
HOW under consideration, and conse- 
quently when the decisions have boon 
arrived at, the Ashbourne Aet will have 
the effect of making some 1L',000 Irish ten- 
ants freeholders- or rather putting them 
on the way Lo become freeholders— for 
they will not be the possessors of the 
land until all their instalments have been 
paid whioh, as we have shown, will bo 
forty-nine years from tho date of tho pur- 
chase. The Ashbourne Act having done 
so much towards freeing so many of the 
Irish tenants tho Government consider 
that they are warranted in asking for 
another five million;', to continue tho ex- 
periment. Hut the Act is evidently hut 
a partial solution of the .land problem. 
There are hundreds of thousands of ten- 
ants, who cannot avail themselves of its 
provisions. The measure may appear to 
be an extreme one to many of our 
readers, but ono of tho provinces of the 
Dominion on which landlordism hud 
been entailed by the folly and the ahoit- 
/Bilfhtedueaa of the lutpeiinl Government 



got rid of the incubus by much more 
drastic legislation. Tho Prince Edward 
Island Land Purchaso Act, passod by the 
provincial legislature and sanctioned by 
Lord Dufferill. compelled the landlords to 
sell a valuation tixocl by a commission in 
which tho landlord was represented. The 
Provincial Government purchased tho 
land and re-aold it to the tonants on easy 
terms. Tho purchaso money was provi- 
ded by tho Dominion, as by tho terms of 
Confederation §000,000 were given to the 
Island in place of tho public lands of which 
it had been deprived by tho Homo Gov- 
ernment. Tho consequence of this legis- 
lation has boon that there is not at pre- 
sent a landed proprietor on Prince Ed- 
ward Island, and the uroat bulk 
of the tenants have become 
freeholders. The difference between the 
Canadian Land Purchaso Act and tho Im- 
perial Land Purchase Aet, is that the 
Colonial Act was compulsory, and that 
tho Government bought, the estates in- 
stead of advancing money to the tenants. 
The object of both laws was alike, 
which was to convert tenants into free- 
holders. If tho Ashbourne Act can bo 
made as effective as the Prince Edward 
Island Land Purchase Act it will indeed 
be a blessing to the Irish tenantry. 

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 

A few years ago the Knights of Labor 
was an exceedingly powerful organization, 
and great things were expected of it by 
the workingmen and their friends. But 
the career of tho order has been disap- 
pointing. It has not done tho good that 
was expected of it, and the consequence 
is that it has greatly declined in numbers. 
Two years ago tho number of the Knights 
was 723, 000, to-day the strength of the 
Order is not mure than 259,518. One. 
fifth of this hitter number are reported to 
bo in arrears, so that the Knights in good 
standing are not probably more than 200,- 
000. The causes of this great and rapid 
declension are many, but the chief one is 
their participation in unwise strikes. 
Strikes were ordered and approved with- 
out due enquiry, and without considering 
consequences. It would appear aa if some 
of them wore entered into rather to show 
the power of the Order then to benefit 
the working men. Strikos seemed in the 
estimation of some of the leaders to be ti 
tost of strength rather than as a means 
to redress known and acknowledged griev- 
ances. Mr. Powderly has always boon 
opposed to tho reckless and imprudent 
use of strikes as a means of settling labor 
disputes, but ho has been often overruled 
and his advice has not been taken. Many 
of the strikes have not accomplished tho 
purpose intended, and a large number of 
those who have taken part in them, dis- 
appointed and disgusted, have loft tho 
Order. A consequence of this diminu- 
tion of members has been that the 
Order has become poor. Two years ago 
it had in its Treasury, after all expenses 
had been paid, §119, 71o; the following 
year $491,684 wore expended and still a 
small balance remained. The expenditure 
last year was §222,;i42 which not only 
emptied the Treasury but loft the Knights 
in debt. There have been , bitter disensions 
in the Order, which has caused many to 
fall off; and the attempt made in tho Uni- 
ted States to use the Order as a political 
engine has been another cause of weak- 
ness. An American exchange says: 
"Though forbidden by the discipline of 
their organization to go openly into poli- 
tics, the ambitious among them and the 
politicians outside of them were not alow 
to see the advantage it would be to have 
the pledged vote of a body of men so 
closely united. Insidious forces were at 
work within the order, and the inevitable 
discord followed. As soon as they were 
able to make a display of power to he 
feared a host of hands were grasping for 
it, the multitude of followers saw they 
were being used for purposes foreign to 
those that first united them and, distrust- 
ing all, they fell away." This was the 
result of the attempt of the politicians to 
educate the Knights up to a knowledge of 
their powers and privileges. It. was a 
failure all round. The politicians did 
not obtain what they were seeking 
and the Knights who were so confiding as 
to place faith in them found that all that 
was wanted of them was to aid in hoisting 
scheming politicians into office and they, 
when their eyes were opened, refused to 
be made tools of any longer. Tho Knights, 
it is to be hoped, will find that the UBes 
of adversity are sweet, and will, in tho 
future, confine themselves to the original 
objects ot their organization. As long as 
they are a union of workmen for mutual 
benefit, for education, for relief of the 
oppressed, for encouraging habits of tem- 
perance and economy, and for bettering 
their condition by discreet and legitimate 
means, thoy will flourish and bo the means 
of benefitting themselves and the working 
classes generally; but when they pervert 
the power they gain by union to create 
confusion and disorder in tho business 
world, and to further the designs of trad- 
ing politicians, they will lose the confi- 
dence cf thouB'nds of workingmen who 
have joined them with the hope of being 
benefitted and improved, and they will 
loae thoir power for good. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The working men's societies of Milan 
have protested against the triple alliance, 
and against war in general, and they 
have invited the working men of France 
to join them in tho protest. This union 
of working-men against war is a hopeful 
sign. War is hard on tho working-class 
from every point of view. It is from them 
that the immense standing armies of 
Burope are mainly recruited. The Euro- 
pean statesmen looks upon the young 
working-men as so much possible food for 
powder. In most of the states the work- 
ing man must, givo a largo proportion of 
I he most useful part of his lifo to military 
sorvice. It is tho working-men too who 
must pay a largo share of tho taxes nec- 
essary to support tho immense war estab- 
lishments which are supported by Europ- 
ean nations ovon in times of what aro said 
to ho " profound peace." The mechanic 
who linds it hard work to supply himself 
and his children with enough to oat, and 
that of the coarsest kind, has part of his 
insufficient wages taken from him by the 



state to maintain soldiers and sailors who 
do nothing whatever to increaso the pro- 
ductive power of .the country. When tho 
working-men of all the nations are suffi- 
ciently intelligent to see thnt war is car- 
ried on mainly at thoir oxponso, and 
when they refuse to bo used as tho passive 
tools of ambitious statesmen, then there 
will bo less fear of war in Europe, or there 
will bo revolution. It is impossible to 
measure tho influence of the working 
classes in some European countries, but 
though not everywhere conspicuous it 
must bo great. Even in the most despotic 
countries tho rulers take care not to tres- 
pass foo far on tho patience and the for- 
bearance of tho populace. 

THE Governor of Nova Scotia has re- 
commended gas buoys for lighting Hali- 
fax harbor. The Governor for many 
years occupied the position of Minister of 
Marine, and ho may therefore be looked 
upon as an authority on the subject. 
When in Scotland some years ago, he ex- 
amined the gas buoys on tho Clyde, 
consulted the manufacturers and patentees 
and satisfied himself as to their ellioieney. 
He caused several of those gas buoys to 
bo used in the St. Lawrence where they 
are said to be of groat service. They are 
made of metal and constructed to hold 
sufficient gas to burn two or three months. 
Tho machinery regulates the flame and 
provides for instantaneous relighting in 
case the light is accidentally extinguished. 
When the gas is exhausted the lamp in 
the buoy is Idled again from a tank in tho 
lighthouse steamer, which is charged with 
the gas at high pressure. Tho lights of 
these buoys can bo seen on tho St. Law- 
rence for six or seven miles. It can easily 
ho seen how useful such buoys must bo in 
navigating ships at night through a nar- 
row and tortuous channel. Thoy would 
indicate the channel so clearly that it 
would bo impossible with ordinary care to 
run the vessel into shallow water. In a 
harbor like that of Victoria which is en- 
tered so jften after chirk, such buoys 
would bo invaluable. It is a little surpris- 
ing that they have not come into more 
general use. 



MR. UUNSMUIR AND MR. BEAVEN. 

To the Editor:— The Timesot Monday 
contained a letter by Mr. Heaven the ob- 
ject of which appears to bo to mix up 
Mr. R. Duiisinuir with the application of 
the Foster Mining Company to tho pro- 
vincial government fur assistance towards 
tho construction of the Kelly Greek 
road. 

As chairman of tho Foster Mining 
Company pormit mo to state that Mr. 
R. Dunsmuir took no part whatevor in 
this matter, as the following facts clearly 
show: — 

At a trustee meeting, 3d December, 
188<i, it was moved and carried that "the 
chairman appoint a committee to wait on 
tho Hon. W. Sraithe in reference to an 
appropriation for a mad along Kelly 
Creek." 

In furtherance of this object a deputa- 
tion not as Mr. Robert Beaven states 
"principally composed of the members of 
tho legislature who were stockholders m 
the company," but of Messrs. Henderson, 
Higgins and Wilson waited upon tho lion. 
\V. Smitho and pointed out to him tho 
benefits which would accrue to tho pro- 
vince from a successful mineral develop- 
ment such as tho Foster at that time 
promised to be, mid asked for government 
aid to tho extent of 5nJ,000 toward the 
construction of tho Kelly Creek road 
which would cost $0,000. 

After some weeks' delay, the Hon. W. 
Smitho, on behalf of tho government, 
agreed to make a refund to tho company 
of S2,000 when the road was completed. 
This information was reported by the 
chairman to the trustees of tho company 
at their meeting on the 21st December, 
1880. 

As Mr. R. Dunsmuir was not a trustee 
in 1880 and never even attended a share 
holders' meeting in 1880, it will be evi- 
dent to every impartial mind that Mr. R. 
Dunsmuir took no active interest in the 
affairs of the company and had nothing to 
do with the application in 1880 to the 
government for assistance toward tho cost 
of the Kelly Creek road. Mr. Heaven's 
objection to government aid for this road 
was at ono of the meetings jocularly al- 
luded to by ono of the shareholders, who 
remarked that ho did not know but what 
a vote of censure on that gentleman would 
bo in order, on which another shareholder 
jestingly said that the best thing to do 
was to appoint Mr. Beaven a committee 
of one to wait on the government and ad- 
vocate the road. As Mr. Heaven ap- 
pears to have taken the comments seri- 
ously to heart, 1 make this explanation 
in the hope that it will be a relief to him 
by showing him that no vote of censure 
upon him was actually made or ever in- 
tended. 

In simple justice to Mr. R. Dunsmuir I 
think it right to state that in all matters 
connected with the Foster company the 
actions of Mr. Dunsmuir compared favor- 
ably, not only with those of Mr. Beaven, 
but with those of every shareholder of the 
company. O wing to the magnitude of his 
enterprises Mr. R. Dunsmuir was unable 
to give more than tho slightest attention 
to tho affairs of the Foster company. His 
chief motive for becoming a shareholder 
was to help on tho mineral development 
of this province. Whatever was dono by 
the company he accepted as well meant, 
believing the intention was good 
although the results .vere not al- 
ways so, and when the company's 
capital was exhausted, ho voluntarily put 
his hand into his pockot and provided 
means to pay oil' the wagea of working- 
men which otherwise would still bo un- 
paid I commend this act of Mr. Duns- 
muir's to Mr. Beaven as an example 
worthy his imitation, and more just and 
generous than his carping criticism which 
perverts the facts, and descends to mis- 
representation for the unworthy purpose 
of placing Mr. Dunsmuir in a false light 
before the public. 

What British Columbia most needs i t 
this time to make advance is men of tho 
stamp of Mr. Dunsmuir, with both meai s 
and disposition to help on enterprises of 
all kinds, and not sneering critica, of 
which I regret Mr. Boaven is an unfortu- 
nate specimen, who limit thoir activity to 
attempts to disparage the most prominent 
worker in building up the country.

THE QUEB-V V, DR. GRIFFIN. 

The Inst ca.se on tho docket, that of tho 
Queen 9. Dr. Gustavus Hamilton Grittin, 
charged with sending letters containing 
throats of murder to the Hon. Robert 
Dunsmuir, was the case called on tho 
court opening yesterday morning at 10:25 
o'clock. Deputy attorney-general Irving 
appeared with his associate, Mr. Taylor, 
for the crown, while Mr. K ( i- Walker 
representee! the prisoner. Almost every 
eye in the courtroom was turned towards 
the doctor as he stood up in (he dock and 
the registrar called — "Uustavus Hamilton 
Griffin." 

"That's my name," replied the pris- 
oner. 

The registrar then proceeded to read 
the indictment of tho grand jury, and 
asked of tho prisoner— 

•'.How say you V " 

Mr. Walker — I appear for the prisoner, 
your lordship, and wish to demur to the 
indictment before pleading on the ground 
that the face of the indictment does not 
show any offence. He quoted authority 
in support of his contention. 

The objection was overruled by his 
lordship. 

Mr. Walker enquired if his lordship 
would reserve the point. 

His lordship— 1 don't see any necessity 
for doing so. 

Will your lordship note the objection 
then ? 

His lordship— J have no objection to 
doing so. Your objection is that tho 
translation of the letters should bo in the 
indictment I 

Mr. Walker — Yes, my lord. 

His lordship — 1 overrule the objection. 

Mr. Walker— Then, subject to the de- 
murrer, wo plead "not guilty." 

The following jury was ompannellod : 
A. Donaldson, foreman; Thonlas Irving, 
A. McGregor, W. .1. Tippeus, I'. Demp- 
ster, It. K. McLaughlin, S. Wilson, M. 
Willis, 11. .1. Pridham, W. L. Burgess, 
A. McKeown and W. S. Beckwith. Wil- 
liam lugralmm, W. 11. SpofFord, A. Mc- 
Laren, E. .1. Walls, 0. Webb, D. Gibb 
and Alexander McDonald were asked to 
"stand aside" by the counsel for the 
Crown. 

The counsel for the Grown on opening 
the case said: The prisoner, Dr. Griffin, 
is arraigned on a charge of sending letters 
containing threats to murder. It was very 
reasonable for anyone looking on tho face 
of the case to ask: What reason would 
the prisoner have to threaten Mr. Duns- 
muir's life ? A charge against a person 
for blackmail would bo entirely different 
from tho one laid. It was not tor the jury 
to decide whether there was any motive 
for the sending of the letters. Tho ques- 
tion with them was, did the prisoner write 
or send the letters. He briefly reviewed 
the line of evidence which would be 
brought forward by the prosecution, and 
asked the jury to pay careful attention to 
each link in the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence that would be produced, 
and called his first witness, Henry Hey- 
wood. 

Mr. Heywood, on being sworn, gave 
substantially the same evidence as he 
previously bad in (he police court. He 
said Dr. Griffin was talking of buying 
The Star, a paper owned by tho witness. 
Dr. Griffin in a conversation with tho wit- 
ness said Mr. Dunsmuir was his worst 
enemy, but did not give his reasons for 
tho statement. Tho prisoner and himself 
wore the only ones present. 

Hon. Robert Dunsmuir substantiated 
his former evidence. He said that Dr. 
Griffin had bonded certain coal lands. It 
was stated in a newspaper article. He re- 
fused to purchase the lands which it was 
stated Dr. Griffin had bonded. Did not 
know whether tin; person who offered tho 
lands for sale was acting for Dr. Gritlin 
or not. He told them ho did not want to 
buy any more coal lands. He had enough. 
Identified the threatening letters and the 
envelopes in which they wore received. 
On getting the second letter, sent for Mr. 
Bloomtiold and instructed him to put 
special constables to work at the oxpense 
of witness. First saw Dr. Griffin on tho 
opening of the railway bridge across the 
harbor. Saw him again during a legisla- 
tive session. Dr. Griffin sent a messen- 
ger to him and he (witness) came out. 
Dr. Griffin said he had bonded cer- 
tain coal lands and wanted to 
make arrangements for the transportation 
of his coal. He (witness) told Dr. Griffin 
that it would be enough to consider the 
question of transportation when he got 
some coal. 

The witness was subjected to a lengthy 
cross-examination by Mr. Walker. In 
the course of his cross-examination, he 
said: 1 have not. been trying to get up 
any other charge against Dr. Griffin, 
either directly or indirectly. I've had 
something else to do. 

Mr. Walker- Was it with your know- 
ledge that Mr. Whyte, your secretary, 
has done so I 

Witness— No. 1 don't know that Mr. 
Whyte has done so. He has been, liko 
mo, pretty busy with this. 

Mr. Walker— Do you know that Mr. 
Whyte bad got a certain prescription that 
Dr. Griffin had written out for his wife, 
and taken it to Dr. Milne, and asked him 
if it was not a powerful drug V 

Witness -1 know that a certain pre- 
scription was put itii in Morison's drug 
stcre. 

Mr. Walker— Oh, it was Morison's 
store was it ? 

Witness, continuing, said that the drug- 
gist might have told him, himself. He 
had offered no reward for information 
that would lead to the conviction of the 
author of the threatening letters. Ex- 
pected his linn woidd pay the detectives. 

Mr. Lopatecki, called, deposed to the 
substantial accuracy of the translations. 
He reviewed his evidence given at the 
investigation. 1 le had scon some of Dr 
Critlin's handwriting. Dr. Griffin had 
occasionally written articles for witness' 
paper — the Standard. 

His lordship— This wit ness is connected 
with the Standard is ho? Tho last wit- 
ness (Heywood) was on the Times'] 

Mr. Taylor-- Mo, your lordship, tho 
Star, 

His lordship I thought he said Times. 
That is the way I understood him. 

Mr. Taylor No it was t be Star. 

His lordship—1 suppose the Times is 
running in my head. 

A juror becoming sick, tho court ad- 
journed for an hour at 1 o'clock, Mr. Lo- 
patecki on the stand. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

M. Lopatecki again took tho stand on 
tho court resuming at 2 o'clock, and 
his evidence was continued. Ho identi- 
fied the letter received by Mr. Howard as 
one he had seen before in Mr. Howard's 
hands. 

Mr. Walker— Don't you think it would 
bo well to have tho prisoner brought in "i 

His lordship ordered the prisoner to be 
brought in. 

Witness continuing, road and trans- 
lated tho lettur received by dotoctiyo 
Howard. Tho letter was written in 
Spanish throughout, no (ireok, and bore 
tho date of October 11th. Tho paper on 
which it was written is identical with that 
on which all tho letters to Mr. Dunsmuir 
and the one to myself were written. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker— Team* 
to this country in November, IH87. Mr. 
Dunsmuir gavo me the first letter to trans- 
late in August,. I met Mr. Howard in 
our office in September. 1 mot Mr. Ma- 
honoy a fow days ago. I first mot Mr. 
Whyte in Mr. Dunsmuir's oftico when I 
was given the Brit lottor to ti'Mislato. 
Mr. DuiiHinuir gavo mo tho letter himself. 
Jl have conversed with Dr. Griffin several 



times. At the Windsor Hotol and on the 
strout. I have a degree of Dr. Ph., and 
am a civil and mining engineer. I studied 
Greek before I went to Germany. I havo 
taught Greek to Mr. itobb since I came 
to Victoria. I consider myself the best 
Greek scholar in Europe or America for 
my ago. Don't know Mr. Athorton. 1 
know llussian as well as a native Russian. 
It was whon Moody was bore that Dr. 
Griffin told mo ho had lived in the Orient. 
I sworo to a translation of the letters re- 
ceived by Mr. Dunsmuir, in the polico 
court. (Photograph of tho first, letter 
and translation produced). 1 swore in 
tho police court that tho translation was 
correct. 

His lordship — You don't mean to say 
that it was a verbal translation but a cor- 
rect translation of the meaning to the best 
of your knowledge I 

Witness — Yes, your lordship. — (contin- 
uing to Mr. Walker) Exhibit F is a cor- 
rect translation of tho five lettors. The 
witness proceeded to analyse and explain 
sovoril Greek words in the first exhibit— 
tho iirst words. 

His lordship thought that the points 
upon which Mr. Walker was cross-exam- 
ining were utterly immaterial, Anyone 
with any knowledge of Spanish or who 
hud access to a Spanish dictionary could 
understand the portion of the lottor writ- 
ton in bad Spanish and French, and this 
was tho substance part of the letter. The 
prisoner was not arraigned on a charge of 
writing bad grammar, but of threatening 
to kill. Mr. Lopatecki had deposed to 
tho substance meaning of the lettors, 
which he could translate ; doubtless Mr. 
Walker could not. 

Witness (continuing) — Noticed in the 
Greek portion of the letters, one letter 
which was written in a peculiar fashion, 
not used in continental Europe generally, 
but generally in England and America. 

Air. Walker — And now tho letter "pi." 

Witness — "P ?" 

His lordship — P. 

Mr. Walkor— Is there any differonce'in 
the English and continental way in writ- 
ing the letter ! 

Witness —No. I never had any im- 
portant conversation with Mr. Whyte. 1 
met Mr. Whyte first in Mr. Dunsmuir'a 
ofhee. I am not sure that I saw a letter 
in Dr. Griffin's handwriting which re- 
sembled the writing on tho threatening 
lettors. I think it was tho same writing. 
(Several letters produced by Mr. Walker.) 
It was neither of these lettors that 1 saw. 

Rev. A. J. Beanlahds sworn, said 1 am 
a clergyman of the Church of England. 
I am a tolerable Greek scholar, but know 
nothing of Spanish. Tho Greek sentence 
in the first letter is very difficult to trans- 
late. One literal translation would be : 
"Thou dost not foar lest you may be now 
an old man, if yo regard even this." The 
following part may be translated in two 
ways: "Because you are held in most 
estooin of all," or "Because yon cling very 
closely to everything." On the Oth of 
August letter the postscript also is in 
Greek. This means : " It is necessary 
that the unjust man should be brought 
before the judges to pay tho penalty." 
On the letter of the 14th August the 
postscript translated reads : "The time 
is short suitably to narrate the things that 
have been done." On comparing the 
originals with depositions, the witness 
pronounced tho copy quite right. 
I have never been in the Orient. I 
should pronounce the Greek, classical 
Greok, with very varying degrees of accu- 
racy. (Dr. Curtis' Greek Grammar pro- 
duced). The book contains tho transla- 
tion of the sen.tcnco : "Ho who acts un- 
justly must be brought before the judges 
to be punished." 1 was subpoenaed as a 
witness for the defence this morning. 

Boforo Mr. Walkor — 1 think tho man 
that wrote this Greok must have been in 
the habit of writing Greek. The greater 
part of tho Greek is good, classical Greek. 
1 could not write as good Creek myself. 
(In looking at the individual letters in 
Greek,) the letters are made in the old- 
fashioned way. The "thita" is made as 
we would be taught to make it in Eng- 
land. One of the "Pi" is made in a 
rathor peculiar way. I am not sufficiently 
familiar with tho German to say that it 
resembles a German letter. 1 don't know 
what a German "N" is like. The "K" 
is also somewhat unusual in its formation. 
I havo seen Russian writing, the "K's" 
and "L's" in this Greek remind me very 
much of the Russian. I would consider 
the translations of the Oroek on exhibits 
H. and 0. an impossible translation. 

To his lordship — I should consider the 
words translated, "The time is too short 
to describe," to relate to some scrap of 
history. 1 do not recall any oracle in 
the words mentioned having been used in 
modern Grecian history when a man was 
desired to leave the country.

Dr. Griffin. — French extraction, his 
father being James Hewittsou Griffin, Q. 
C, of Edinburgh, Scotland, died 1802. 
His mother being Mario, third daughter 
of Dr. Thos. Ilardiene, of Toulon, France. 
Dr. Griffin was born in London, England, 
January 1st, 18-10. M. D. Scotland 1858, 
B. A. London 1872. Degree in surgery, 
Paris, France, 1870 Speaks and writes 
seven languages. Married Miss Nellie 
Lennox, of London, Ontario, a pupil 
of Prof. Moirs, and one of tho 
finest amateur vocalists and pianists 
in that city. Dr. Griffin is a musician, 
playing several instruments, and has a 
tenor voice. He intends to reside here, 
and has purchased property on the Island

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker— Q.— 
Did Dr. Griffin threaten to give you 
horse-whipping / 

A.— Yes. 

Q.— That's all (laughter). 

Mr. Taylor- Did he say anything else V 

Witness — Oh, yes. He said he would 
either horsewhip me or kill me. 

Mr. Walker— I object. 

Mr. Taylor pressed his question am 
the witness replied that Dr. Griffin hat 
raised his right, hand and sworn that ho 
would either kill him (the witness) or 
horsewhip him if he again published 
articles in regard to him. 

Tii his Lordship- He did not keep his 
word. 

Benjamin F. Atherton, sworn: I first 
met the prisoner about a year and a half 
ago in Los Angeles. Also was employed 
as his private secretary up till t,h 
first of August of this yeai 
Have had considerable experience 
with Dr. Griffin's writing. As a searcher 
of records at Los Angeles, it was part of 
my business as a searcher of records, tt 
compare handwriting. (Photographs of 
letters produced). 1 have seen the letters 
of which these are photographs. (Orig 
inula produced). 1 have seen the body of 
a letter similar to that marked exhibit B 
without name, Robert Dunstuuir, in 
neighborhood of July last. 1 was asked to 
copy it, in Dr. Griffin's parlor at the 
Windsor Hotel, Government street. 
When I would go to Dr. Griffin's room he 
generally had work for me to do. Dr. 
Griffin read out the letters and I copied 
them out. 1 remarked it would take a 
Dutchman to read that word. He then 
read out to me the letters in each word 
separately. There may have been eight, 
or tun words that I copied. Dr. Griffin 
took the paper from me. I don't know 
what he did with it. Dr. Griffin had 
spoken of Mr. Dunstuuir as a very 
dangerous man, said that he had hiiec! 
assassins in tho community to dog a man's 
footsteps. This conversation took place 
in Yates street in this city. Dr. Griffin 
was interested in some dial lands, and 1 
was very anxious to find out all about 
them. Dr. Griffin introduced the con 
venation and 1 followed it up. Dr 
Griffin said ho had bonded some coal 
lands near Nanaimo. He always spoke of 
them as being owned by "us" or "we" sug- 
gesting that someone was connected with 
him. Ho gave mo to understand that Mr. 
Dunsmu'r prevented him from selling his 
cual lands. I did not know Mr. Duns- 
rnuir, and from what Dr. Griffin said I 
came to regard him as a dangerous man. 
(Exhibit the envelope containing tho 
Howard letter produced.) This was hand- 
ed me to post at the Windsor llotol by 
Dr. Griffiin, about 11th October. 1 post- 
ed it at the box at tho corner of Blanch- 
aid and Pandora streets. At the same 
time ho gave me a letter to Sir W. P. 
Howland, Toronto. The letter addressed 
to Mr. Howard had no stamp on it. 1 
dropped it in the box knowing that it 
would be got by the person to whom it 
was addressed on the postage being paid. 
Dr. Griffin told me to be sure and post 
the letter. (Envelopes and paper produced 
on which the letters in court were written.) 
The paper is similar to that used by Dr 
Griffin when 1 first went to work for him 
1 should say tho letters produced are in 
the handwriting similar to that I have 
seen Dr. Griffin write in California. Dr. 
Griffin is a very careful man in address- 
ing letters. The style of address on tho 
Howard letter is somewhat unusual for 
Dr. Griffin. (Copy of Social World ex- 
hibit produced.) The writing in blue pen- 
cil on the titlepage is in Dr. Griffin's hand- 
writing. The (Social World was supposed 
to bo a weekly homo journal published 
by Dr. Griffin and edited for a while by 
Dr. Griffin and Mr. Chalmers. During 
the time I was in the office I sometimes 
emptied the waste paper basket. Once I 
took it up stairs and put it in the garret 
under the boards. The landlord objected 
to my throwing the papers in tho yard. 
The time I put tho papers in the garret 
was about 20th July. 1 went back and 
looked over the papers in tho garret 
shortly after 1 put them there. I was 
looking for a letter addressed to myself 
from Los Angeles. About a week or ten 
days ago 1 brought some of these papers 
that had Dr. Griffin's writing on away. 
Gave them to one of Mr. Mahoney'a de- 
tectives. Saw some of these papers and 
identified them in the police court after- 
Wards. 1 remember when I first saw 
any of these letters. One of Mr. Ma- 
honey's detectives came to the house, 1 
didn't know who he was at, the time. Ho 
brought mo the letter sent to Mr. How- 
ard and asked me whose writing il 
was 

His lordship— How many more wit- 
nesses havo you ? 

Mr. Taylor - Four, your honor. 

Benjamin P. Atherton, cross-examined 
by Mr. Walker— 1 came to British Co- 
lumbia in Juno of this year. Dr. Griffin 
offered to keep mo employed and pay 
my bills. He did not pay my bills. He 
gave mo orders for a pair of shoes and for 
some jtaint. 1 subsequently have been 
called on to pay for both. I 
acted as his correspondent until tho 
Social World, closed. I was in his ollico 
off and on overy day while the office was 
running. From Juno 25th or thereabouts 
t ill about AuffUst 15th. During that time 
was often in the office. I dug post-holes 
around Mr. Caton'a house. 1 worked for 
i. man named Millar sovoral days. His 
wife did not discharge mo. 1 worked 
for Mr. Sohl from August to September. 
I saw 1 wasn't noodod and 1 went. He 
diil not dischargo mo. 1 took tho papers 
roforrod to up in tho garret of tho office 
at tho corner of Yates and Broad street. 
1 nuyer saw Mr. Lopatccki till 1 mot him 
in tho police court. Mr. Lopatecki did 
not come out of court and apeak to mo. 
1 spoke to him. 1 asked him "how Creel: 
was getting along ? " He said ho could 
not coincide with his lordship's Greek, 



but it might bo good Greek. (Laughtor. ) 
1 don't understand Grook, I am aorry to 
say. 1 spoke to Mr. Whyte once before 
this case came on in the police court. I 
never saw Mr Howard until after tho 
trial m tho police court. 1 know Dr. 
Griffin's writing pretty well. (Letter pro- 
duced by Mr. Walker.) 1 should say tho 
greater portion of this is in Dr. Griffin's 
handwriting. 

To his lordship — Tho doctor sometimes 
would write several distinct styles in 
handwriting in a single letter. 
I should say that this was 
his writing. I am not an expert in hand- 
writing. The greater part of the hand- 
writing looks like the handwriting of Dr. 
(J tiffin. (Several envelopes and papers 
produced by Mr. Walker.) 1 havo seen 
that name, Rev. Donald Eraser, similarly 
written by Dr. Griffin. I would not 
swear it is Dr. Griffin's writing. 1 think 
it is, 1 recognize the writing on several 
of these as Dr. Griffin's. 

The papers containing writing recogni- 
zed as Dr. Griffin's by tho witness wore 
shown to tho jury, and tho cross-exami- 
nation proceeded. I havo had several 
conversations with Dr. Griffin about Mr. 
Dunstuuir. 1 have often heard Dr. 
Griffin use the word I mentioned. 1 havo 
heard him call Mr. Dunsmuir by the 
name I mentioned twice. Tho other time 
was when the Social ll r orld office closed. 
The other time was shortly after I came 
hero. Tho first conversation took place 
on Yates street, when wo wore hunting 
for rooms. 1 don't remember whore the 
other conversation took place. It might 
have been in the Windsor Hotel. 1 don't 
know. [ posted tho letter to Mr. Howard 
without a stamp. Mr. Howard never 
spoke to mo about, the letter. 1 presume 
he had to have it stamped boforo he 
got it, from the Post Office. 1 first 
met Mr. Dunsmuu to sponk to him in tho 
office. I went to him for Dr. Griffin. 
No one was present when I wrote the 
Spanish words at Dr. Griffin's dictation. 
I never told anyone that 1 intended to 
gee even with Dr. Griffin. I didn't think 
I could get even with him. I have told 
Mr. McDonald and Mr. Sehl that 1 in- 
tended to get even with him from a 
money point of view. 1 never told Mr. 
John Hilbert that. Dr.Griffin swindled mo 
out of §15,000. 1 never mentioned §15,- 

000 iti connection with Dr. Griffin. I 
have mentioned money matters to him, 
but never the stun of §15,000. It was in 
thu Social World office at tho corner of 
Broad and Yates streets that 1 saw Dr. 
Griffin take certain papers from his poc- 
kot. I received no money or promise of 
money for getting papers in this case. 1 
got them by request of Mr. Cornell, of 
Mahoney'a Detective Agency of San Fran- 
cisco. 1 do not see Mr. Cornell in court 
nor do I know if he is here. Dr. Griffin 
made a peculiar capital M when he wished 
to disguise his writing. 1 have had a good 
many letters from him. The letters to 
me are at bus Angel' s. 

Mr. Taylor — There are two exhibits 
that have not been sent up from 
tho police court — a -tylographic pen 
and a drawing of the black hand," (pro- 
ducing exhibits 14 to 25). Are theso in 
Dr. Grittiin's handwriting. 

Witness— They are. (Stylographie pen 
and penholder claimed to be missing, pro- 
duced and identified by the witness a3 
one belonging to Dr. Griffin). 

Mr. Taylor— There is still one exhibit 
that we are unable- to find. It wai a 
drawing of a black hand that was lost 
while in evidence at the police court. 
We will prove the lost of the document, 
my lord, and then the witness can give 
evidence in regard to the contents of tho 
document, The document was very 
small and could easily be lost among the 
quantity of documents in exhibit. We 
propose to prove its loss by putting tho 
clerk of the police court in tho box. The 
registrar says that the scrap of paper 
wauled, never came into court. 

His lordship referred to the imputation 
that the witness was an ungrateful ser- 
vant, first of Dr. Griffin and then the 
bribes of someone front San Francisco. 

Mr. Atherton, to his lordship, said 
that he knew a gentleman calling himself 
Mr. Cornell. He (Mr. Cornell) asked 
him to get certain papers with Dr. Grif- 
fin's writing for him to compare 
with certain writing. Dr. Griffin 
introduced me to a number of 
people, but. got mo no employment. 
The witness left the box, subject to rocall 
if the scrap of paper, now lost, could bo 
found, or proved to havo an existence. 

James A. Cohen sworn, identified the 
blue writing mi a copy of the (Social" World, 
marked exhibit J, as that of Dr. Griffin's, 
written in his presence. Had received 
letters from Dr. Griffin, identified a 
number of letters produced as ones ho had 
received from Dr. Griffi. 1 could not say 
these letters aro in Dr, Gri&n's writing. 
They look like it. I saw him write the 
part below tho signature on exhibit 22, 
and 1 signed it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker — 1 bo- 
gan to print for Dr. Griffin about May 

1 ttb. Dr. Griffin often came to my office. 
The Social World office was not in the Bame 
building as my office. Mr. Atherton came 
to my office and asked if I could give him 
any headings of t he Social World. Ho 
was ah me. Mr. Whyte also came to my 
office several times for papers containing 
Dr. Griffin's writing. Ho camo first 
several weeks ago. (Papers produced by 
Mr. Walker.) 1 gave these papers to Mr. 
Whyte. The writing on them looks to mo 
like the doctor's. I am not an expert in 
hand-writing. 

To Mr. Irving— Dr. Griffin had his edit 
ing ollico at, the corner of Yates and Broad 
streets. 

Tho court adjourned until 7 :^0 p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Wm. Whyte called: said 1 have known 
the prisoner by sight for about six months. 
Recognized the letters produced. Saw 
thorn before in Mr. Dunsmuir's ollico. 
Opened the letter of October 11th in my 
own room in the E. & N. Railway Co.'s 
office on Government, street. Procured 
similar paper to that on which the letters 
are written, and envelopes similar to those 
in which the letters wero received, at M. 
W. Waitt A Co.'s. The size of tho en- 
velops, tl'.e peculiar cutting, and the qual- 
ity of the papor led mo to the belief that 
the envelopes wero tho sa.no. Tho papor 
in ruling, weight, etc., was similar, and 
was to be had padded, and tho papor on 
which the letters had boon written was 
evidently torn from a [tad. Could only 
got tho paper and envelopes at. M. W. 
Wait & Co.'s, although I tried all the 
other stationers and compared the paper 
and envelopes with their stock. 

CroHs - examined by Mr. Walker— 
There was no water mark on the 
paper. 1 have not tried to get 
up another charge against Dr. Griffin. 
I have made enquiries in regard to pro- 
scriptions of Dr. Griffin's. 1 don't re- 
mombor asking Dr. Milne any questions 
in regard to a prescription put up by Dr. 
Griffin. I asked him in regard to a cer- 
tain proscription without mentioning Dr. 
Griffin's name, 1 asked if oue ounce ot 
opium or laudanum was a large dose in a 
prescription. He said it depended on the 
case. I was acting under no instructions, 
merely from curiosity. It was a pro- 
scription of Dr. Griffin's, 1 saw in Morri- 
son's drug store. 

I havo enquired about Dr. Griffin's re- 
cord in the east,. 1 have tried to find out 
who was sending tho threatening lottors to 
my employer. I wont to Mr. Sehl for a 
specimon of Mr. Athorton's handwriting. 
1 asked him for hiB own opinion of Mr. 
Athorton's character. He said he did 
not care to give it. 1 went to Mr. Waitt's 
and asked if ho know if Dr. Griffin had 
over purchased that particular kind of 
paper. Mr. Waitt did not say 
at any time that he had novvrsold similar

paper to Dr. Griffin. Ho did say 1 was a 
fool to connect Dr. Griffin's name with the 
business. I attempted in the police court 
to identify tho writing on these letters. 1 
said I had come to the conclusion that 
they wore written by Dr. Griffin, ou com- 
paring tho lotters with other oxhibits. 1 
think I first came to the conclusion that 
the lottors wero written by Dr. Griffin on 
the 4th, 5th or 6th of August. 

To Mr. Irving— What I mean to Hay is 
that my comparison of writing recently, 
led to the confirmation of my suspicion 
that Dr. Griffin wrote tho letters 1 am 
not in a position at present to state the 
result of my enquiries in regard to Dr. 
Griffin's career in tho east. 1 first saw a 
young man iu Mr. Waitt's. I then saw 
Mr. Waitt and looked through Dr. Grif- 
fin's account in the books. Found no pa- 
per similar to that on exhibit charged in 
the books. Then cni]uired if they had sold 
Dr. Griffin any paper not charged in tho 
books. 1 saiv prescriptions in Dr. Mor- 
ison'a store, drawn by Dr. Griffin. One 
called for an ounce of laudanum, and the 
other, I think, three drachms of opium. 
Mr. Langloy, in Dr. Morison's store said 
that if the prescriptions were used as a 
lotion they should be largely diluted. It 
was not to work up a second case against 
Dr. Griffin that 1 went to Dr. Milne. 1 
saw Dr. Griffin arrested, and he then 
seemed very anxious to enter the store, 
so 1 entered to try and ascertain why he 
was so anxious to go in. 

James Smith, called — My name is 
James A. Smith. 1 have been a clerk in 
the post office for the past two years. In 
August 1 was instructed to watch tho 
drop box in the post office, and give a 
signal when any letters were pusted ad- 
dressed in a similar manner to one given 
nie. On the 5th of August I was sitting 
close to the box and was going to blow a 
policeman's whistle when any letter ad- 
dressed as I had been told to look for was 
posted. While I wassittingthere Dr.Griffin 
entered by the private door, through 
which the public aro only entitled to en- 
ter by courtesy. We generally allow 
newspaper men to enter by the back door 
after seven o'clock. 1 couldn't say 
whether or not Dr. Griffin was recognized 
as a newspaper man. He couldn't help 
seeing me. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker - I was 
put on to do the watching duty on the 
5th or (3th of August. 1 remained at the 
work four or live days. There wero no 
letters addressed in the style 1 had been 
instructed to watch for posted during that 
time. 

John Langloy, sworn - 1 am a deputy- 
sheriff. Remember being in front of the 
postoffice on the night or the (Jth or 7th of 
August. 1 was stationed to watch any 
persons mailing letters, on a signal from 
inside. 1 was across tho street and saw 
Dr. Griffin enter the postoffice 
on the second night of my watch. 

H. L. Bratithuver, called: I am a mem- 
ber of Mahoney'a detective agency of San 
Francisco. Have been in this city for 
eleven weeks. I was sent here by the 
manager of our agency to examine into 
tho Bonding of some threatening lottors 
to Mr. Dunsmuir, and on my arrival pro- 
ceeded to earrj' out my instructions. Re- 
ceived the lutter marked exhibit II about 
tho 11th October. When I received 
the letter it had a stamp on it. I was 
notified to call at, the inspector's ollico 
and leave a one cent stamp and a lettor 
would bo forwarded to my address. 1 did 
so and got the lettor about the J -1th Oct- 
tober. One post mark on tho envelope is 
October 12th. The Other postmark is in- 
distinct. 

To his lordship—1 understand the gen- 
eral meaning of tho letter to mean that 
Mr. Lopatecki and myself aro fools, and 
had better roturn to San Francisco. 

Mr. Lopatccki, recalled, testified that 
the translation contained in exhibit F. 
was substantially correct. 

Mr. Taylor at this stage of the proceed- 
ings asked for an adjournment until this 
morning, which was granted. 

Tho quartermaster's storehouse at. Re- 
gina barracks were burned on Sunday. 

Dr. Bourinot, clerk of tho house of 
commons, passed Winnipeg on the west- 
bound train of Sunday. Rumor has it 
that the doctor is to be married to Miss 
Cameron of Regina.
